ITALY. 

Report from Naples. 

Naples, Italy, September 12, 1900. 
Sir : I have the honor to report that for the week ended September 
12, 1900, the following ships were inspected : 

On September 7, the steamship Kaiser Wilhelm II, of the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Company, bound, with passengers and cargo, for New York. 
There were inspected and passed 87 cabin and 692 steerage passengers 
and 255 pieces of large and 735 pieces of small baggage. Eighty-one 
pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. 

On September 11, the steamship Foylemore, bound, in water ballast, 
for Tybee Bay, Georgia. 

On September 12, the steamship Victoria, of the Anchor Line, bound, 

with passengers and cargo, for New York. There were inspected and 

passed 549 steerage passengers and 60 pieces of large and 719 pieces of 

small baggage. Sixty-two pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam.

Pest at Glasgow. 

Amsterdam, September 6, 1900. 

The minister of the interior of the Netherlands, considering that according to official 
information the pest prevails at Glasgow, has declared in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the act of March 21, 1877, amended by the act of April 8, 1893 : (1) That Glas- 
gow is infected with pest ; (2) that the number of days, according to the prescription of 
article 8 of the said law, shall be fixed at ten. In connection therewith the ministers 
of the interior and of finance give notice that, commencing on September 7, 1900, the 
importation and transit of rags, used clothing, and unwashed clothing and bedding 
from Glasgow is prohibited. Luggage of travelers carried by them is included therein 
as far as it relates to unwashed clothing and bedding. 

The prohibition will not be applied to, (1 ) concerning importation and transit, such 
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articles which are imported from Glasgow but whereof is proved that they originate 
from elsewhere, and which are packed and transported in such manner that they can 
not have been in contact with infected articles ; (2) Concerning transit: Such articles 
which are packed in such manner that they could not have been repacked during the 
transportation. 

NICARAGUA. 

Report from Bluefields — Fruit port. 

Bluefields, Nicaragua, September IS, 1900. 
Sir: I have the honor to submit the following weekly report: Three 
steamships have been inspected and cleared for New Orleans, viz, the 
Alabama, Condor, and Jno. Wilson. They were all without passengers. 
Copies of certificates furnished masters are inclosed. One death has 
been reported in Bluefields for the week ended September 9 — a native 
adult, of pyaemia, following abscess of knee joint. The health and sani- 
tary condition of Bluefields continue good.
